The 
British consisted of cavalry and tanks, the Belgians of infantry and 
the Frenth of cavalry, infantry, engineers, artillery and armoured 
cars: While the Belgians crossed the Rhine bridge the Anglo-French

Dusseldorf froin the south-east. General Degoutte’s headquarters have

Herr Ebert Fehrenbach in a proclamation protests against the “un- 
Precedented and unfulfillable demands which the opponents of world 
war sought to Impose on ourselves, children and grand children. Our 
honourand self-respect forbidthesigningof the contract which the work 
of generations will not suffice to execute.” He declares that the 
occupation of further German territory is a breach of the Treaty of 
Versailles.

The third is that they 
are showing a spirit of regener- 
ation which, if it is encouraged, 
will become the national spirit 
of to-morrow. 

For the ‘safety of the world, if 
for no less selfish reason, their 
movement deserves the Allies, 
consideratien.

THE STYMIE IN GOLF, 


Samet 


* America Adopts A New 
; : Rule. 


Mr. W.D. Vanderpool. 
seoretary' of the United Statos 
Golf Association, roeporta that a 
new rule dealing with the vexed 
question of the stymie has boen 
adopted inthe United States. It 
will be remembered that at the 
conference between the governing 
bodies. in America and Britain, 
amongst othor questions. tho rule 
relating to the stymie was‘discuss-| 
ed at somo length. The outcome 

- was the following rule boing drawn 
up for presentation to the Com- 
mittee of the United States Golf 
Association and the Royal and 
Ancient Club :~- 

“Definition — When. both balle 
are on the putting green and the 
opponent's ball lies in any position 
which the player regards as in- 
sterforing with tho line.on which 
he wishes to play, the opponent 
is said to bave laid tho player a 
‘atymie’ provided the balls bo not 
within six inches of each other,” 

“Stymio.~If the. opponent lay 
the player a stymie, the player 
may remove the opponent's ball. 
The opponent shall then he 
deemed to have holed in his rext 
stroke,” ; 
~"“Note-—If a player playing 
within the boundaries of the 
putting green Jays himself a 
stymie, the rule does not apply.’ 

The United States Association 
played under this rule at the 
Amateur Championship mec ting 
at the Engineers’ Club with the 
idea of uniformity of rules in 
Britian and America, byt the 
Royal and Ancient Rules Com- 
roittee failed to secure unani- 
mous support of the rule, and it 
was, therefore. not presented for 
the consideration of the Royal. 
and Ancient Club. 

Now the Executive Committee 
of the United States Golf As- 
sociation, with the sanction and 
approval of a the Rules of Golf 
Committee of the Royal and 
Ancient Club, bas adopted a new 
rule, which eliminates the stymioe 
definition or mention of the 
stymie as follows :-— 

“When the balls are on the 
putting greon, the player may 
Temove the opponent's ball. Tho 
opponent shall then be deemed 
to have ho'ed in his next stroke.” 

The Executive Committes, it 
iq reported, proposes to give the 
new rule a fair trial in order te 
ascertain whether or not it meets 
the conditions and. is in accord 
with the sentiment of the golfers 
of the United States.

SEAMEN'S DESERTIONS, 


Mr. Edmund Yates, a prom- 
jnent London correspondent on 
shipping matters, writes to the 
Journal of Commerce :—The case 
of Robort Willaims, a fireman, 
charged with deserting his ship, 
the Thistlemoor,.in Baltimore, is 
one of recurrent examples of the 
inducement held out to foreign 
seamen to desert in the United 
States. American shippers, per- 
force, pay higher wages than 
thos obtainable in other coun- 
tries, and the temptation to desert 
is correspondingly great. On the 
arrival of ‘a British ship in an 
American port, it is uot an un- 
common case for practically 
everybody, from able seaman to 
cabin boy, to “beat itashore.” In 
ono instance out of a crew of 35 
hands, askipper was left with one 
seaman and three firemen to carry- 
on with, apart from officers and en- 
gineers. American substitutes are 
usually more or less incompetent. 
They ask and get American rates 
of pay with a guarantee that they 
are to be paid off in America, or 
shipped back as 
passengers on pay the whole time. 
With tho ethics of the American 
point of view we have, of course, 
nothing to do, or to say, but the 
moral, 0 far as Great Britain is 
concerned, is obvious, for when 
it is known that-one shipping 
company had . registered the 
names in its New York offices of 
no fewer than 70 seamen, in one 
day, who, lured by the temptation 
of higher wages, had deserted, it 
is obvious: that stern steps. will 
have to be taken to scotch a 
practive which militates so un- 
fairly against British shipping in-

|| SHIPPING OUTLOOK. 


Moller & Co. and the , 
Arbitration Award. 


In view of 8 report being cur- 
rent that Messrs, Moller and Co. 
were desirous of not observing the 
recent Arbitration terms we to-day 
took the opportunity of calling 
upon-Mr. H. W. Lucas, the local 

anager of the Company, to 
ascertain the position. . 

Mr. Lucas stated:—" When 
the Arbitration award was given, 
freight rates were ever 80 
much higher, but now they 
have dropped very low. They 
have never been lower. They 
are lower to-day than they were 
before the War. Not only are 
freight rates lowor, but bunker 


coal is.higher, port bills are higher) - 


as woll. By port bills I mean 
officers’ and engineers’ pay. It is 
like this. Before the War, these 
men were gétting fair rates 
of wages. Freights were higher 
then than they are to-day and 
bunker coal. was cheaper by 
twenty-five per cent. It stands 
to reason, thorefore, that. owners 
cannot keep their ships running 
when they are getting lower 
froights from their vessels, and 
have to pay moro for bunker coal 
and the ‘high rates of wages 
ruling under the Arbitration. 
It is in view of this that we have 
had to lay up two of our steamers, 
the Lindsay Moller and the 
Nancy Moller. The. Lindsay 
Moller is laid up in Hongkong 
and the Nancy Moller at Shang- 
hai. There is so much Japanese 
tonnage offering at rates lower 
than European owners can 
to run thoir vessels. 
Japanese owners ara not con- 
fronted with the high port bills 
that European owners have to 
pay. Japaness officers and 
engineers are naturally not 
members of 

Coast Officers’ 

of the Marine Engineers’ Guild. 
It is principally owing to the 
Japanese and Norwegian competi- 
tion that we have had to lay 
up two .of our ships, aos 
there was not sufficient induce- 
ment to send them to sea, Sup- 
pose you get a time-chartor for a 


vessel at $4 a ton, or $8,000-a 
month for a vessel of 2,000 tons. 
By the time you have’ paid your 
port bills, insurance and stores, 
you will find that you are running 
your ship ataloss. Itleaves you 
no margin for depreciation or 
interest on capital, With freight 
rates so bad and conditions so 
rotten in the shipping trade, it 
stands to reason .that the 
Arbitration award cannot stand. 
Running ships at present means 
running them at a joss.” 

“Are you asking for a revision 
of the present rates of pay ?” 

“I think Messrs. Moller and Co, 
are prepared to pay the men.a 
fair living wage.” 

“You do not, I presume, con- 
sider the present rates of pay 
fair?’ enquired the interviewer. 

“They aro certainly not fair,” 
replied Mr. Lucas. He continued: 


—"They are absurd. If acompany 
was making pots of money it 
would not mind paying the present 
scale of wages, but if it is losing 
money you cannot expect it to 
pay on this scale.” . 

“Are you the only ‘outside’ 
owner complaining ?” aan 

“Edo not know what the other 
‘ outside ’ owners are going to do. 
I expect that the Shipowners' 
Association will have a meeting 
very shortly, and it is quite poss- 
ible they will come to an arrange- 
ment as to what should be done. 
It is impossible to carry on as at 
present, It means either losing 
money or laying up ships.”

Power to drive a king from his 
throne and a sparse shock of 
straw-and-gray hair that: hasn’t 
been trimmed in five weoks. . 

Power to ruin a million farmers 
or bankrupt a million merchants, 
and oa cheap broadcloth coat. that 
puckers at the seams, writes Mr. 
R. Simouton. 

William P.G. Harding, gover- 
nor-general of the United States 
Federal Reserve Board, has 
greater power than any ruler of 
the carth. Nero could “off with 
their heads” toa hundred Chris- 
tians with. a wave of his hand. 
He ate his food from golden plates 
and his roast suckling pigs had 
diamonds in their eyes. 

Harding can say three words 
and around, the world and into 
the farthest country panic could 
follow. Thousands to Nero’s 
hundreds mightdie. Harding has 


4no diamond crested suckling pigs 


and I think his se:rf pin is 
agate. 
““As governor-genetal “of the 
super-bank of the world, Harding 
is perhaps the world’s greater in- 
divididual power to-day. America 
is the world’s banker. Her banks 
are financing the. nations: of the 
earth. Harding and his advisers 
control: the fate of American 
banks and hence the fate of every. 
nation dependent upon them. 

Ancient rulers waved a jeweled 
acepire and perhaps o. massacre 
followed. Harding lifts his voice 
to aay, “raiso the re-discouut 
rates,” and every man and wo- 
man. and child on earth is 
affected:—. 3 

For example, cotton is an 
essential of civilzation, The 
United States is a heavy cotton 
producer. Cotton growers to-day 
have millions: of-bales unsold. in 
their warehouses. They must 
gell the.cotton or go broke. The 
cotton market'is low. If they 
eell now they must take a little 
profit and every cotton buyer 
will buy cotton cheaper. If they 
hold their cotton every buyer 
muet buy dearly. ; 


They wish to hold. They go to 
their banks and they ask the 
bankers to loan them money on 
their cotton until the market rises > 
and they sell. The banks haven't 
enough money. They can loan 
the money if the federal reserve 
bank will buy the notes froin 
them. If the federal resorve 
bank refuses to buy, or “raises 
the re-diacount rate,” the bank 
can’t loan, the cotton the growers 
can’t hold and cotton goes 
cheaper. : 

“The federal reserve bank 
doesn't care whether prices rise 
or fall,” Harding told me, “it 
simply cares to keep its’ reserve 
within the legal limit. However, 
if we loaned money to tho cotton 
people we'd have to ‘loan the 
wheat people atid “the barley 
people and soon we'd have four 
or-five billion dollars loaned. So 
we won't help any agricultural - 
industry which holde its products 
for price raises. We will help 
them move crops to the market 
and that’s all.” 

What does this uncrowned king 
of the world look like? . 

He looks like a banker and he 
is a banker. His spectacles are 
rimmed with light celluloid and . 
are hooked to his ears. His face 
is lined deep about the mouth. 
He has a slight stoop yetaneasy, - 
cautious sort of walk and car- 
riage. I don’t think he much 
cares whother he wears sooks ~ 
that match his tie, though I think 
mostly they do, because black 
appears his favourite tone.

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GUARDING THE SEAS. | 


Proposals of the Navy 
League. - 

The following memorandum. 
has been finally agreed upon by. 
the Executive Conimittee on 
Naval Policy of the Navy League, 
and is issued by Rear-Admiral 
Ronald A. Hopwood, general 
secretary of the. League, for 
publication :—. : 

“ 1. For twenty years before the 
war the Navy League continually 
impressed upon tho. public the 


necessity of maintaining a strong |. 


Navy for the defence of: the 
Empire, more especially ae the 
German menace to civilisation 
became apparent. 

2. With the disappearance of 
the German Fleet,.the world's 
naval position is changed. ° 

3. To-day civilisation is not 

threatened .by. any maritime 
Power. 
. 4, There is no ulternative to 
competitive building of ships of 
war except an international naval 
agreement, and this applies to 
whatever typo of ship is con- 
sidered to dominate the sea posi- 
tion for the moment, for there is 
incréasing certainty that new in- 
ventions will render obsolete, at 
shorter notice, all existing or 
contemplated ships, but this will 
simpty divert competition into 
now channels, .as it always has 
done. 

5. Thre term “ command of the 
seas” conveys to arr ill-inform- 
ed public simply the possession 
at any time, of the greatest num- 
ber of ships; but the ombracing 
of the doctrine by any. country 
either invites competition by, or 
demands acquiescence from, other 
countries, since the High Seas 
are neutral in times of peace... - 

6. The use of the terms 
“defence,” “‘security,” . and 
“adequate Navy” -necessitates 
comparison with other navies, 
and.must result in competition. 

7. In the spring of 1917, when 
the danger from the U-boats was 


Jat its highest, there was given 


to the English and American 
seanen ospecially an opportunity 
of bearing remarka' le witners to 


the influence of that sea spirit. of 
brotherhood which is their 
common birthright and heritage 
this.was undoubtedly one ofthe 
most significant lessons of the 
war. : 

8. The Navy League holds that 
the time ia now specially favour- 
able for faking advantage of this 
lesson, and that it is for these. 
two nations to give the lead in 
proposing a conference between 
all those Powers whose geograp- 
hical positions impase upon them

the guardianship of the seas, and 
to decide in whal way this joint 
guardianship may. best be carried 
out. i : 

9. There is no doubt that the 
spirit which makes for co- 
operation is to he found 
in greater measure -among 
seamen than’ among the mem- 
bers of any other calling for their 
oldest traditiona' are built on it. 
For this reason it is held that the 
proposed conference should be 


jargely composed of seamen who 


have held high commands at sen. 

10. Let it never be, forgotton 
that peace must be paid for as 
well as war, tut the sacrifices 
involved are generally avoided 
by describing them as “visionary,” 
or “‘idaalism,” and berond the 
range of those practical politics 
which have hrought the world to 
the present position. 

11, It would seem, however, 
that science, as applied to 
destructive agencies, is forcing 
us ever more rapidly to the 
that the highest 
idealism of all is the only 
oractical alternative to world 
suicide. Fs 

12. The Navy Learue holds 
that the sca story in the past of 
Britain and the United States 
imposes on them mutually the 
juty of attempting to render to 
the world a.still greater service, 


and for this reason it urges that]: 


invitation to the proposed cor- 
ference should come from the 
two great Anglo-Saxon nations 
jointly.
